and Mrs. John Long and three children, 
Samuel Smith and child and Dallas Duell. 
Frank Jones is the last victim. He was 
taken to the peat house near Cerro Gordo 
Sunday night

lic gatherings have been forbidden, and 
every effort possible is being maBe to 
check the progress of the disease.

of the people of the city and county by 
the publication of said articles and com- 
menta in Deoatnr papers. To offset this 
claim Mr. Johns, with commendable ac- 
tivity, assisted by Sheriff Poster, caused 
to be printed a lot of blank affidavits, and 
although the time was short—only one 
day-417 of these affidavits were sworn to 
and signed by as many resident* of this 
city and county, who swore that they had 
no prejudice against the defendant and 
believed that she could f ecnre a free and 
impartial trial in Macon county. Thi* 
pile of affidavits—nearly three hundred of 
which were made by- people residing out- 
side of Decatur—was preeented laat even- 
ing, and this (Tuesday) morning Mr. Buck- 
ingham cited pointa of law in favor of the 
defendant's petition and made comment* 
thereon, Mr. Hutchison, also of oonmiel 
for the defendant, offering a few sugge* 
tions.

fererers and have just received a quilt 
that was manufactured at the grammar 
department of the Worro school, Anna 
E. . Russell, teacher,, requesting an ac- 
knowledgment of receipt, in compliance. 
with that request I'pen these few lines.— 
Wot the fire sufferers, have much need to 
be grateful to the good people of America 
for the generous supply of clothing and 
bedding which we have received and 
which was so much needed. 
In that 


respect we are getting pretty well suppli- 
ed, but in many other respects we are 
saffenng. 
The supply of all kinds Of 


provisions', stopped one moqth ago, and 
tbe rimount of money that the Detroit 
edivjmittee is -paying to families — say of * 
six— :s 818, and that every two months; 
that to purchase flour at"$8 per barrel, 
and all other thiugB needed to supply « 
tami|y; and now the taxes is coming due, 
and we havo nothing to pay them with, 
und no prospects of any work in the lum- 
ber woods this open winter, and not much 
prospect of getting sufficient' feed to bring 
teams through the winter so as to be ablo 
to work in tbe spring. If people are not 
supplied with seed grain for the spring 
the ground will havo to go wild, for we 
have not pqt seed and havo no means to 
get it with; but perhaps this will all be 
seen to by Bprinp. 
' 
' 


What we most need at present is money ' 


to pay taxes and help us to get material 
to build houses with. I myself have got 
a' house partly built and can go no furtEer 
until I can get money to help me along. 
The' committee gives to each one that had 
his house burnt 2,000. feet of lumber and 
4,000 shingles; so you can see how far 
that will go towards putting up a bouse 
for a family of eight persons. Such is my 
fix at present, und some are worse o» 
than I am. I had just completed a new 
and very comfortable house in the spring; 
size 18 by 20, two stories high, well fur- 
nished for s farm house. Everything :r 
gone; not one good dress for girls or any- 
ihing else saved — not a coat to put on 
our backs; and our lives saved by laying 
flat down in a deep ditch that was in a 
field on the farm — and many more like 
ourselves. Ob, it makes me tremble te 
try and write it. But thank God none of 
us got burnt at all. It looks to me like a 
miracle that we escaped alive, for we wei» 
completely surrounded with flre; could 
not run in any direction. 


Many thanks to all the good people for 


the help that we have received in time of 
need. God in his infinite goodness will 
bless them for it. If, I can give yon any 
information about the flre more than thai 
I shall be happy to do so.

tion say that Mrs. Lincoln's needs 
are pressing, and delay will inoon 
venience her very much, and some 
indignation has been expressed by 
them at being defeated in their pur- 
pose by objections from the Republi- 
can side of the senate.

This would be placing the 
people at a disadvantage, and giving 
to the criminal every possible chance 
to escape the punishment his deeds 
merit It is high time that there was 
a little more attention paid by legis- 
latures and oourte and juries to the 
righto of peaceable and law-abiding 
citizens, and less maudlin sympathy 
wasted on those who deliberately 
choose to follow a life of crime. 
For 


many years our oourte and legisla- 
tures have been apparently vieing 
with each other in an attempt to see 
which could open the most loopholes 
through which violators of the law 
might march unwhipped of justice. 
What with snpersedeaeea, new trials, 
suspensions of judgment, changes of 
venue and other 
like devices, the 


punishment of notorious criminals 
has been the exception rather than 
the rule. 
This being true, we are 


glad that a circuit judge in Macon 
county has felt it to be his duty under 
the law to interpose bis prerogative 
and sit down on a scheme to defeat 
justice. 


It is altogether probable that the 


bill will pass without much opposi- 
tion.

his grand and earnest feet, than be 
those who know him not 
To them 


it may be told that the master is the 
•on—speaking after the manner of 
worldlings—of Sir William Wilde, a 
well-known Irish oculist, and of Lady 
Wilde, that sweet soft thistle of 
poesy, in whose verses, signed '^Sper- 
anza," are found the promise and 
potency of the poetry of her marvel- 
ous son. He is about 28 years old, 
and graduated from Magdalen col- 
lege, Oxford, 1878, when he won the 
Newdigate prize for English verse, 
and he has since devoted himself to 
the cause of which be is the revered 
leader. He is tall, with broad shoul- 
ders, and yet with a lily-like grace of 
form, His face is oval, with a chin 
of imperial splendor and an earnest- 
ly precious nose. His hair flows over 
his shoulders, and, like the glorious 
dawn, he is beardless. Clothed with 
a white lily, and n few leas utterly 
divine garments, he is Beauty and 
Soul and Horticulture and Silent 
Music mingled together. 


It ia as the incarnation of Batheti- 


cism and the avatar of the unuttera- 
ble that the Master is chiefly known 
in the country. Americans have 
gained some little knowledge of him 
from studying the solemn and beau- 
tiful ceremonies of Patience, a "mys- 
tery," which the profane vainly re- 
gard as a trivia] and amusing farce, 
and in which the Master is held up 
to our admiration under the guise of 
Bnnthorne. -Esthetieism has been 
rashly denned as the search for the 
Beautiful, but those who have stud- 
led the words of the Master, as writ- 
ten in his volume of poems, know!

vain if he has not taught these great 
and bluish-yellow truths. 
He has 


shown us how. blessed and compact 
are the holluwneea and worthlessnecs 
of life. He has led us with his beck- 
oning lily into the enchanted land 
where all is beauty, and where by 
comparison even gas and gaiters 
would seem prosaic and earthly. He 
is come as the missionary of the aes- 
thetic to the benighted millions of 
America to whom a lily is nothing 
but a lily, and who have never 
dreamed that it ia music and relig- 
ion and ancient and modern languag- 
es and the use of the globes and a 
perforated ohest-proteetor. To doubt 
his success would be to doubt the 
sanity both of the Master and his 
disdplca. 


While he ia here the Master will 


not only lecture—as the earthly- 
minded would doubtless characterise 
Ua priceless utterance*—but will 
produce on the stage a tragedy which 
he has written. We who may live 
to see not only the beginning, but 
the second or even the third act of 
that tragedy, will have known joys 
sadder than any surprise party, and 
more cooling and soothing than pur- 
gatorial flames.

"So do I," shonted Gniteau. 
Scoville then proceeded to give the 


jury hie views upon Judge Porter 
and to instruct them as to how much 
weight they should attach to his ut- 
terances, and as to the beet means o! 
counteracting the influence of hia 
orVtory. "Porter," he said, "wan 
prostituting his fine attainments in 
the effort to hang an insane man." 


Recess. 
Immediately after recess, and be- 


fore Scoville reenmed hia speech, 
Guitean, with an air of apparent sin-
